Asks For Two 
Federal Brants 

New $750,000 Structure 
Would Be Adjacent To 
Administration Building 

Preliminary plans for a proposed 
new academic instructional building 
have been approved by the Board of 
Governors of West Virginia Univer- 
sity and realization of the structure 
now hinges on approval of necessary 
funds for the $750,000 structure. 

President Todd H. Bullard has ap- 
plied for two grants from the Federal 
Government to be used to match 
money available from the Capital 
Improvement Fund, a joint fund of 
West Virginia University and Poto- 
mac State College. 

The proposed building, which 
would be located adjacent to the 
Administration Building, in the 
space now being used as a parking 
area, would permit all classes now 
meeting on the first and second 
floors of the Administration Building 
to be moved into new quarters, with 
the vacated areas to be used for 
much -needed office space. 

The new building would provide 
improved instructional facilities for 
study in the occupational fields as 
well as allow expansion in occupa- 
tional programs. The new facility 
would also permit the college to 
serve at least 200-300 more students 
as enrollments increase. 

If funds for the new building are 
secured construction is expected to 
get underway in the spring of 1968 
with the expected completion date 
being the early summer of 1969.
